Note to Hague Points Out 
Kaiser's Son Yet Subject

PARIS, Nov. 8.—Ex-Crown 
Prince Frederick Wilhelm will not 
proceed from Holland to the com- 
forte of his Silesian palace at Oels, 
nor will he enjoy the hospitality 
and sympathies of his dethroned 
brother royalists within the friend- 
ly borders of Switd#erland. In- 
stead, he will remain on the bieak, 
desolate shores of the Island of 
Weiringen. 

This, in diplomatic language, is 
the sentence of the Allied nations, 
reached today at a meeting of the 
Allied Ambassadors, who decided 
to request the Dutch government 
not to permit the ex-Kaiser's son 
to leave the boundaries of Hol- 
land.

The 
Council of Ambassadors, on which 
the other Allies are represented, 
met today but did not discuss this 
subject.

Although deprecating use of the 
term ultimatum as a description 
of today's communication to Ber- 
lin, Premier Poincare, discussing 
thle matter tonight, left no doubt 
of the firmness of the French at- 
aitude toward the German Nation- 
alista.

RESISTANCE ORDERED

tier to stand fast and resist any 
troops attempting to cross into 
Thuringia. 

Chancellor Stresemann, however, 
has little hope that the Reichs- 
wehr will stand. The entire rank 
and file is permeated with Nation- 
alists. There is every chance that 
the entige National Army wit 
flock to the standard of Gen 
Ludendorff and Herr Hitler and 
march on Berlin and place Herr 
Hittler’s national government in 
power there. 

The appointment of Gen. Luden- 
orff as Minister of War brings the 
new Hitler dictatorship into direct 
conflict with the French. Berlin 
is anxious to know whether the 
French will permit the Hitler dic- 
tatorship to sweep over the coun- 
try without marching their troops 
into the unoccupied territory... The 
French government's verbal. 
to Chancellor Stresemann, receivea 
last night, says that the French gov- 
ernment Cannot permit the é¢stab- 
lishment of a Nationalist dictator- 
ship by men who have swérn to 
tear up the Treaty of Versailles. 

Gen. Ludendorff's policy in re- 
building the national army is 
causing the greatest concern in 
Berlin. Among thé cooler heads 
who know the strength of France, 
it is deemed the maddest folly to 
break off relations or to attempt 
the invasion of occupied territory 
with armed force. 


NO MONEY OR ARMS 
Germany haa neither money nor 
armas for its troops, but despite 
this.Gen. Laudendorff€’ and Von 
Lossow and other Bavarian troops 


seemed determined to force the 
matter to an armed issue. 

Gen. Von Lossow Wednesday 
told a Bavarian Deputy that such 
action was the only course for 
Germany. While this représents 


the sentiment of less than 1 per 
cent of the German people, it is 
the driving foerce behind Gen. 


Ludendorff and Herren Hittler and 
Von Kabr. 

The Foreign Office said tonight 
that if M. Poincare had really 
sent a warning against the estab- 
lishment of a Monarchist distator- 
ship in Germany the Stresemann 
Cabinet must reply that it could 
not permit France to interfere in 
the internal affairs of the nation. 

It was intimated at the French 
Embassy that such a communica- 
tion more likely would be de- 
livered to Herr Stresemann in the 
shape of an informal talk by the 
French Ambassador than as a 
formal note. 


GOVERNMENT HELPLESS 

Opposing the 20,000 Bavarian 
Reichswehr, who have sworn alie- 
giance to Bavaria, and the 16,000 
Monarchist storm troops, the na- 
tional government has 50,000 men 
in Saxony and 6000 only along the 
Thuringtian and Bavarian frontier. 
If Gen. Ludendorff chosses to send 
his men against Berlin there ‘is 
little chance that they will meet 
determined opposition. 

The Socialist have only one 
weapon if the Reichswehr fail 
to hold against the Bavarians. This 
is a general strike throughout Ger- 
many. The Socialist leaders, how- 
ever, deem this unlikely tonight. 

Berlin anxiously awaits the ac- 
tion of small groups of Monarchist 
trgops which have been mobilizea 
in Mecklenburg, Pomerania, East 
Prussia and Silesia. The nearest 
of these troops are only seventy 
miles from Berlin and ready to 
strike if the _Reichswehr police 
are with them. Withoyt aid from 
other Monarchist quarters they are 
not seriously dangerous, byt they 
are sufficient to overpower any 
workers’ organizations if the 
Reichawehr refuse to fight. If the 
Reichawehr are with them they 
will sweep unhindered into Berlin. 

The Communists are meeting late

| Mr. Steuer criticised his legal

| possess the ability to bring the

TELLS OF DIARY 


Recalling the denials of Mrs. 
| Stokes’s witnesses that she had

Resolutions Adopted by 
Marine Conferees 
Shipping Board Closing 

Decided Against 
Antiquated and Wornout 
Vessels Condemned 


(er «A P. NIGHT WIRE] 
NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—The 
American Marine Conference to- 
day passed resolutions calling up- 
on the Shipping Board and the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation to 
retire without delay from the bus- 


iness of operating ships and to 
place the operation in private 
hands. 


Another resolution submitted to 
the conference by the resolutions 
committee for abolition of the 
Shipping Board and transfer of 
its functions and duties to the De- 
partment of Commerce, met with 
considerable opposition and aftef 
a lengthy discussion was tabled. 
Other resolutions passed by the 
conference called for immediate 
scrapping by the Shipping Board 
of all vessels of inferior design; 
selling of remaining vessels co 
American citizens without descrip- 
tion; scrapping of the vessels not 
sold under this plan and delega- 
tion to private hands for operaticn 
until either s6ld or proved im- 
practicable of all those freight and 
passenger lines which might ove 
considered essential to national in- 
terests. 


RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED 


Other resolutions adopted were: 

That the rail and ocean trans- 
portation media be drawn together 
and made to function as one trans- 
portation system to all parts of 
the world and that permission be 
granted American railroads and 
steamship lines to enter into 
agreements to divide their joint 
rates with rates on domestic traf- 
fic and traffic with Canada. 

That the administration make 
an earnest effort to amend exist- 
ing treaties with a view to the es- 
tablishment of preferential cus- 
toms duties on goods carried by 
American ships for money dues 
paid by American ships. 

Another proposal which called 
upon American citizens to use 
American ships whenever possible 
when going abroad was tabled. A 
proposed resolution calling upon 
Congress to take action against 
ratification of the proposed twelve- 
mile limit treaty with Great Bri- 
tain was referred to committee. 

ENROLLMENT URGED 

The conference also passed a re- 
solution favoring enrollment un- 
der suitable regulations of officers 
and men of the mercantile ma- 
rine in the naval reserve of the 
United States. It was said the 
resolution was intended as an in- 
dorsement of a bill along similar 
lines which will be presented to 
Congress this winter. 

Other resolutions adopted by 
the conference urged a system of 
preferential rates for goods in 
passage carried in American ships; 
adoption of a policy to allow rail- 
roads to apply export rates on ma- 
terials used in the construction of 
American ships, and supplies for 
them, carrying of cargoes, proper- 
ly loaded and safely delivered by 
means of a uniform load line law: 
classification of all American ves- 
sels in the American Bureau of 
Shipping; insurance of such ves- 
sels in the American insurance 
syndicate; inspection of loading o? 
cargoes by the American Board of 
Underwriters, and the permanent 
maintenance of the American 
mercantile marine “properly built, 
manned, equipped and operated.”

COLONY ISSUE 


Imperial Conference at 
Climax of Labors 


Relation of Dominions is 
Ignored at Caucus 


Majority of Findings to 
Remain Secret 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED 

LONDON, Nov. 8.—The imperial! 
conference is expected to complete 
its labors tomorrow. It has evaded 
again, however, one important 
question, namely, the constitutional 
question of the relations of the 
dominions and colonies to the 
motherland and to each other. 
Hence there will still be no cen- 


tral body maintained in London to 
represent the conference perman- 
ently or carry out its political or 
economic recommendations. 

Presumably the conference will 
meet as heretofore in London at 
stated intervals in a purely advisory 
capacity. All ite decisions and rec- 
ommendations will need to be sub- 
mitted to the various parliaments 
concerned. 

Some of its resolutions will be 
kept secret, and the proceedings 
will be printed in two volumes, 
one confidential for the govern- 
ments concerned, the other for the 
public. 

The details of the British gov- 
ernment’s new proposals relative 
to preference on wines were pre- 
sented at the economic section to- 
day. The first doubles the existing 
preference of 2 shillings on a duty 
of 6 shillings per gallon on wines 
exceeding 30 per cent in strength. 
Thus the empire rate will be 2, 
instead of 6 shillings. The second 
proposes an increase from 30 to 50 
per cent in the preference on the 
surtax of 12 shillings, 6 pence on 
sparkling wines. Thus the empire 
surtax will be 6 shillings, 3 pence, 
instead of 12 shillings, 6 pence. 

The Prime Minister, Stanley 
Baldwin, testifying before the con- 
ference to the home government's 
gratitude for the help received, ex- 
pressed the view that the “un- 
seen” work of the conference had 
been ‘extraordinarily useful. 


WOULD HAVE EVERY 
FARM A FACTORY 


PROF. FLETCHER SUGGESTS 
WAY TO BRTTER 
OF AGRICULTURIST 


(BY 4. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

CHICAGO, Nov. 8.—Every farm 
a factory, was a motto urged to- 
day before the American Society 
of Agricultural Engineers as one 
to improve the lot of the farmer, 
and incidentally, to check the mif- 
gration of needed farm workers to 
urban centers. 

The recommendation was made 
in a committee report submitted by 
Prof. L. J. Fletcher of the Uni!- 
versity of California, following a 
year’s study of the problems 
volved in the preparation of farm 
products for the consumer by the 
individual! producers. 

“Manufacturing on the farm {fs 
not a new idea,” the report saia 
“It was commonly practiced 2000 
years ago throughout the Roman 
Empire. Today the majority of the 
farmers of the United States are 
selling their products as raw ma- 
terial, while the manufacturing is 
carried on by separate hignly spe- 
clalized organizations. 

“Cato recommended in his works 
that the man who cultivates olives 
should have five sets of oll making 
implements; the early farmers, 
equipment consisted of devices to 
manufacture as well as produce. In 
many European countries today 
the motto is ‘every farm a fac- 
tory.’ 

S. H. McCrory of the Federal De- 
partment of Agriculture's Bureau 
of Public Roads, has been named 
the new president of the society 
for the coming year. 

Prof. Fletcher and Prof. F. R. 
Jones of the University of Wis- 
consin, are the new vice-presidents.

Li circles as the Sam Crawford 
bat. Considerable excitement was 
caused when Ruth's pet home-run 
smasher was taken away from him, 
and Ken Williams's long list of cir, 
cult swate stopped suddenly when 


piece bat last summer. 

But for a long time Charlie 
Heid's invention supplied home runs 
and thrills for fans at bush league 
and major league games. Patent 
was secured May 5, 1903, and Held 
made bats until 1915, when he left 
St. Louis in favor of Santa Monica. 

The bat is constructed with two 
longitudinally bored holes, in wanes 
plugs are inserted at the end. 
When struck on the side close to 
the holes, the blow is deadened., 


But when the batter swings on the 
ball with the solid wood section, 
tremendous resiliency of the 
bat gives the ball a long ride, re+ 
sulting in uncounted triples, hom- 
ers and doubles. 

Bobby Wallace, former St. Louis 
Brown shortstop, was the first ma- 
jor leaguer to use Held’s bat. Held 
made an emergency bat at a game 
for Wallace, who protested that it 
Was too heavy.

Previous articles of this series 


by Mr. De Brabant and Mr. Matson

desirability of additional foreign 
trade, to and from this port. It 
will be the object of this article 
to describe the inconspicious, but 
nevertheless important part, that 
the banks play in this very essen- 
tial phase of our commercia! life. 
The method of financing the im- 
portation of merchandise into Los 
Angeles is as follows: The buyer 
here makes his purchase from the 
seller abroad, and the terms being 
agreed upon, the buyer approaches 
his bankers in Los Angeles and 
requeste them to establish with 
their foreign correspondent what 
is known as a commercial letter 
of credit, in favor of the seller. 
This letter of credit simply means 
that the Angeles bank will 
honor the draft drawn by the sel- 
ler when accompanied by certain 
specified documents evidencing ,the 
shipment of the goods. This author- 
ity enables the seller to obtain his 
money through his own bank in 
the foreign country as soon as the 
merchandise is ready for shipment. 
The exportation of merchandise is 
usually handled jn the same way 
except that the operation is re- 
versed, the buyer's bank abroad es- 
tablishing the credit with a Los 
Angeles bank for the benefit of the 
seller. . 

Shipments are sometimes made 
on oper acoount, and at other times 
a draft is drawn on the buyer with 
shipping documents attached which 
are delivered to the latter by the 
bank upon payment of the draft. 
These two latter methods serve the 
purpose quite well when the buyer 
and seller are known to one an- 
other, or when the amount involved 
is too small to warrant the estab- 
lishment of a letter of eredit. How- 
ever, for all other transactions the 
use of commercial letters of credit 
should be encouraged, whenever 
possible, for it is a tremendous 
advantage to both parties in the 
transaction. The seller will natur- 
ally sell his geodse cheaper if he 
id going to get his money prompt- 
ly, and the buyer is assured that 
shipment will be made in accord- 
ance with his instructions and he 
has the further assurance that he 
is dealing with a responsible party 
who is worthy of bank credit. 


LETTER OF CREDIT 

Applying to the bank for the 
establishment of a letter of credit 
is in many respects similar to a 
loan application, and credit nat- 
urally plays a very important part, 
unless the application is accompa- 
nied by proper security. It can read- 
lly be seen, therefore, that a bank- 
er can scarcely be expected fo put

DAILY TRADE TALK 


Story of the Cheroonets Through Which Russia is 
Seeking Her Financial Balance 


First-hand information regarding 
banking in Russia and how to re- 
mit funda to that country in an 
economical, reliable way, has just 
reached C. 8. Reuter, manager of 
the foreign department of the 
Merchants’ Nationa) Bank, in a let- 
ter from the State Bank of the 
R.S.F.S.R., the initials standing for 
Russian Socialist Federative Soviet 
Republic. 

The State Bank was created fol- 
lowing the adoption of the so- 
called “New Economic Policy” 
which authorized private trade and) 
the accumuation of wealth in the 
form of gold and foreign currency. 

The purpose of the bank was to 
assiet in a revival of Russian trade 
and industry and to establish a 
stable currency. Men with pre- 
vious long banking experience were 
placed in charge apd the organiza- 
tion of the bank was effected rap- 
idly and successfully, over 200 
branches having been established 
within a period of twenty months. 


bapk notes whose unit is the cher- 
vonets, nominally equal to 10 gold!

The balance sheet of the note 
issuing department as of Septem- 
ber 1, 1923, shows bank notes is- 
sued chervonets 19,400,000 or 
$94,700,000 of which fully 60 per- 
cent is covered by gold, silver and 
foreign currencies (this is 25 per 
cent in excess of the legal requ'‘re- 
ments.)

The State Bank accepts deposits 
in dollars, sterling, chervonets 
and such deposits can be with- 
drawn in the same currericies. It 
established a correspondent rela- 
tlon with a number of first-class 
banks in Europe and other coun- 
tries and thus far has executed 
all orders intrusted to it by other 
banks conscientiously and accu- 
rately. One Los Angeles ban alone 
executed in one year vver 1000 
remittances to Russia in actual 
United States currency, the amount 
aggregating about $100,000, with 
not a single complaint. There are 
at present three ways of taking 
remittances to Russia: First, in ac- 
tual dollars; second, in pounds 
sterling; third, in chervonets. In 
its latest circular letter the State 
Bank is trying to popularize the 
chervonets, pointing out the dis- 
advantages of remitting in other 
currencies as follows: 

(1) Advantage is being taken by 
money speculators of the ignorance 
of the foreign money holder with 
regard to latest 
quotations, denomination of nutes, 
etc, 

(2.) Remittances tr dollars are 
expensive, the cost being about 5 
per cent while the cost of remit- 
ting in chervonets is only 1-per 
cent. 

(3.) The chervonegs Is easily ex- 
changeable, its value well known, 
is equally secure from depreciation 
and is legal tender the country 
over as well as for taxes payable 
in gold. The State Bank does not 
refuse to effect remittances in 
dollars but Russian payees of 
American bank notes are handed a 
circular informing them of the ad- 
vantages of the new Russian cur- 
rency and are requested to write to 
their friends in America that 
American banks shall execute the 
orders in chervonets. 

During the year that the cher- 
vonets has been in existence it has 
shown a firmness almost equa! to 
that of the American dollar, mov- 
ing paralie! with the pound ster- 
ling. It remains to be seen whether 
the same cautious and conservative 
banking policy will continue to 
govern the managers of the bank. 
The whole structure depends upon 
the good faith of the present Rue- 
sian rulers in whom the world has 
as yet little confidence. 

Chervonets is a new word tn En- 
glish, but an old word In Russian. 
It is the old name of a gold ducat, 
and comes from an adjective ap- 
plied to the color, red, to the red- 
ness of gold, and to the suit of 
hearts in the card deck, The first 
syllable has exactly the sound of 
chair; the accent is on the second 
syllable, 
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tion here that Mr. Matson, manager 
of their trade extension depart- 
ment, is the local representative of 
the Bureau of, Foreign and Domes- 
tie Commerce, operating under the 
direct supervision of Secretary of 
Commerce Herbert Hoover.

While we usually think. of 
foreign trade in terms of sales- 
manship, the importance of im- 
ports must not be overlooked, and 
here, it seems to the writer, is 
the field upon which our present 
activities should be centered until 
such time as our manufactories 
are producing on a large enough 
scale to warrant the sale of Los 
Angeles products abroad in a big 
way. All of our Pacific south- 
west manufacturers, even though 
they be only supplying a limited 
local] market, require raw ma- 
terials, many of which come from 
other parts of the world and it 
would seem that these could be 
imported; even in smalier quanti- 
ties, to better advantage direct 
into Los Angeles harbor rather 
than through an eastern jobber. 

RETURN CARGO PROBLEM 

Strengthening this attitude is the 
question of balanced cargo which 
was, touched upon in Mr. De Bra- 
bant’s article. I am informed that 
of the foreign trade through our 
harbor 67 per cent is export and 
83 per cent import. Consequently, 
if we wish to encourage the organ- 
ization and operation of a Los 
Angeles owned mercantile merine, 
we tmust provide them with their 
full measure of return cargo. The 
intercommunity banking system 
now being developed in the Paci- 
fic southwest should help ma- 
terially to bring merchandise into 
this territory through its logical 
port of entry, Los Angeles Harbor. 
_ A great many peoplé will skim 
over the headline of this article 
with the comment that foreign 
trade does not interest them, or 
have any part in their lives.. Never 
wae there a more gross misstate- 
ment than this, for every person 
in these United States is wearing 
or using something daily that con- 
tain materials from other coun- 
tries. For example, take our own 
‘United States money which we 
would consider off-hand as being 
wholly and completely American.

“We have put our hands to the plow 
and we are willing to run the furrow 
through.” 

This promise of Myron T. Herrick, the 
American Ambassador to France, made at 
the dedication of the monument to the 
American soldiers who fell in the Cham- 
pagne district, finds an echo in the hearts 
of the American people. 

The issue is plainly drawn to right-think- 
ing people. It is obligation of honor and 
of common sense. : 

We could, if we wished, stand aside, in 
ostrich fashion, and pretend that this was 
not our war; that we are not one of the 
great powers of the world and that it is 
none of our business. But of course that 


it was our war and that we are one of the 
great responsible powers and that it is 
very much our business. 


ately chosen. They come with the evolu- 
tion of time and human destinies. 

It is true that we did not deliberately 
choose to go into the war. But it is not 
probable that Europe hankered for it. They 
got into the war because of their “best in- 
terests backed by moral indignation;” and, 
as Ambassador Herrick points out, we went 
in for the same reason. | 

We did not rush in hastily. We waited 
until there was no longer any honorable 
way to stay out. 

But once in, our responsibility does not 
cease until every force that we can bring 
to. bear has been exerted toward the ac 
complishment of a real and lasting peace. 

The war did not end with a real peace. 
The fighting came to an end because the 
contestants were out of breath—not be- 
cause they were chastened or turned from 
the mood of hatred. 

The fact is that Europe was left in a 
condition at the end of the fighting that 
called more poignantly for America’s help 
than the condition of desperation of the 
Allies when the Yanks sailed for the battle 
fields of France. 

There is a common but mistaken notion 
that peace is merely an absence of war; 
a negative condition of no conflict. 


tlon—gates that are securely locked and 
hatches that have been battened down upon 
the forces of discord; a forceful agreement 
by great military and moral powers against 
disruption and strife. Such an agreement 
that is ignored by the strongest war power 
in the world, which is the United States, 
is a childish absurdity. There cao be no 
real peace and no éafety from a renewal 
of the fires of another war until the last 
ember has been stamped out and the debris 
made safe. 

| Those who urge that America should 
stand clear of “this European mess” are 
like a fire department that would put out 
a fire on a roof and decline to stand by un- 
til the basement had been searched for 
hot coals. 

The truth is, however, that the vast ma- 

ty of the American people have no such 
absurd idea. Whatever else this nation may 
be, it is not plentifully supplied with quit- 
ters. 

We found out, during the World War, that 
rapid transportation and rapid communica- 
tion have wiped out the barriers between 
the Old World and the New. 

No matter with what trick words we try 
to masquerade the fact, we know now 
that whatever is a matter of life or death 
to one great world power is vital to all 
the great powers of the earth. And we 
are one of the great powers. 

The closing words of Ambassador Her- 
rick’s address may well stand as the answer 
of America to those who would urge us to 
pull dowm the blinds and pretend that we 
do not see the duty that lies before us: 

“The logic of events is stronger than 
any man’s wishes and the vital con- 
cerns of a country take precedence 
over the personal preference of either 
its statesmen of its individual citizens. 

“Because of the things we fought for, 
because of the things we hoped for, 
because of the things our men died for 

—whether we like it or not, our lot is 

now cast in with the other nations to 

a very considerable extent. This 

whole question rises far and away 

above the clamor and strife of partisan 
politics, and whosoever seeks to use it 
for political advantage sullies the mem- 
ory of the dead we come here to honor.”
